This bibliography on the Conduct of the War possesses significance as 
a list of contemporary references on the conduct of \/orld War II in the cignht 
months of United States cooperation with the Allies immediately before Pearl 
Harbor and the four months of United States active participation immediately 
after Pearl Harbor. ‘the period covered is ‘April 1941 through March 1942. 


No outs tanding bibliographies are available in the Library of Congress 
dealing exclusively with the conduct ‘of the war in these months, but certain 
yearbooks and other items of a more’ or less bibliographical nature are listed 
in the first section of Part’ One of this bibliography, and various references 
on the subject are included among items’ in the Bibliographic notes of the nine 
other bibliographies of this \Vorld at’ \ar series. 


The most important sources of information on the conduct of the war are 
sovernment and private publications devoted to tne interests of mombers or 
the armed forces of ‘the’ United ‘states and other’ vountries. Among the former 
may be ment foned tie U.S. NAVAL INSTITUTE PROCEMDINGS (U.S. iaval Institute, 
Annapolis)’, the MILITARY SEVIEM (UeSe.

The classification of 
Part Three, Various Theatres of the \War, follows in general the classifica- 
tion employed by the U.S. Dept of State, grouping countries accordins to 
their proximity to the oceans of the world, but combines all the warring 
Far East countries bordering on the Pacific and the Pacific islands involved 
in the war in one large class, the Pacific Front.
